22 This bill relates to environmental regulations administered

26 The bill eliminates a provision requiring the department of
27 natural resources to adopt rules regulating the use of

28 recycled oil for the purpose of road oiling, dust control, or
29 weed control.

30 The _bill repeals a provision that allowed the inclusion of
31 reduction attributable to refuse=derived fuel in the

32 calculation of a city or county in meeting the waste reduction
33 goal of the state and makes conforming amendments.
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
